end to the carnage on the Long 
Island. It was the second major 
disaster in a year on the railroad. 


Dcwey said commission findings 


showed the express which plowed 
into the rear of a stalled train had 
padded through one warning signal 
and one stop signal at full speed 
of between 60 and 65 miles, per 
hour.

and a half from the scene of the

ossibly be altered, jn the next two 
ears, it w^l n°t be "repealed" — 
hat is, if by'"repeal" you mean 
everting tq tile situation that 
sted before the law was passed. 


There has. been widespread mis 


conception about this word "re 
peal" in connection with the Taft 
iartley Isjw. 


The Dumcratic platform of 1948 


nevpr advocated repeal as defined 
above. True, it called for repeal of 
the Taftrljavlley act. But so did the 
Taft bill of 1949, pud nobody ever 
suggested that the Taft bill would 
wipe Taft-Hartley off the books. 


Actually the Taft bill would "re 


peal" the present law and then re 
enact most qf it. 


And the Democratic 
platform 


would "repeal" the present law 
and then, in effect, replace it with 
another law somewhere 
between 


Taft-Hartley and the old Wagner 
act as it stood before 
was adopted.
